STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Chichester  Rural  District  covers  the  south-western  quarter 
of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  The  district  was  formed  under  the 
West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1953,  and  is  bounded  by  the  South  Downs 
in  the  north,  and  sea  coast  between  Hayling  Island  and  Littlehaupton 
in  the  south.  The  City  of  Chichester  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of 
the  district  and  the  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  lies  towards  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming  and  associated  occupations  esploy  the  bulk  of  the 
population  inland,  while  the  coastal  parishes  attract  a large  number 
of  holiday  visitors  in  the  summer.

Ninety-one  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  District  have  a piped 
water  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the  following  water  undertakings  :

A further  4^  of  houses  have  a piped  supply  from  private  estates 
so  that  95^  of  the  houses  in  this  District  have  piped  water.  The 
remaining  households  (mainly  in  the  northern  area  of  the  district) 
depend  either  on  neighbouring  supplies  or  on  wells. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is  all 
chlorinated  before  distribution^  the  supplies  being  constant  and 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas. 

No  shortage  of  water  for  domestic  use  was  reported  during  the 
year,  but  1,000  gallons  of  water  was  supplied  to  a property  at  West 
Stoke  when  a private  supply  puiqp  failed. 

All  workmen  en^loyed  at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks  are 
specially  examined  on  appointment  and  annually  thereafter. 

The  foregoing  table  shows  the  state  of  water  supplies  in  the 
various  parishes  of  the  district.  The  parishes  shown  as  not 
supplied  by  public  mains  are  Madehurst,  Singleton,  East  Dean  and 
West  Dean,  but  the  scheme  for  supply ixsg  the  last  three  parishes 
has  been  conpleted  during  1954. 

The  village  of  Madehurst  derives  its  water  supply  from  a 
bore  in  the  grounds  of  Dale  Park.  The  sufply  is  adequate  in 
quantity  and  of  a satisfactory  bacterial  quality,  but  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency,  facilities  are  available  to  enable  mains 
water  from  the  Bognor  Regis  supply  to  be  pumped  into  the  private 
estate  pipe  line.

Twenty-five  saa^Dles  of  Funtington  raw  water  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes 
group  were  present  in  very  small  numbers  in  two  samples  which, 
however,  did  not  contain  bacillus  coli.

Tap  Water, 

Thw  raw  water  luidergoes  a continuous  process  of  purification 
before  distribution  by  the  addition  of  appropriate  quantities  of 
chlorine  and  ammonia  at  the  Waterworks^  An  ioproved  method  of 
treatment  consisting  of  superchlorination  followed  by  partial 
dechlorination  was  introduced  at  Fishbourne  Pusping  Station  in 
December,  1953* 

Twenty-five  8aiq>les  of  treated  water  from  consumers*  premises 
(13  in  the  City  and  10  in  the  Rural  District),  and  26  samples  from 
the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination^  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  were  present 
in  two  sa!i^les«  The  Analysts  reported  that  the  water  as  supplied 
was  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes. 

One  sample  of  tap  water  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  had 
similar  characteristics  to  the  raw  water  sai^les  and  it  was 
described  by  the  Analysts  as  being  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality, 

Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  Council, 

The  Waterworks  Undertaking  owned  by  this  Authority  consists 
of  the  works  and  supply  area  previously  comprising  the  Bognor  and 
Slindon  Waterworks  Con^anies,  which  were  taken  over  in  1929  and 
1931  respectively.

No  extensions  to  the  mains  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year,  but  20  new  domestic  services  have  been  provided, 

(c)  Water  Analyses. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  all  the  private 
estate  mains  supplies,  and  occasional  sanples  obtained  from 
premises  on  statutory  mains.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  supply  from  an  estate  main  was  found  to  be  contaminated.

and  it  iras  apparent  that  contamination  was  occurring  in  the 
distribution  serviceo  The  cleansing  of  the  reservoir  was  put  in 
hand  by  the  Estate  Con^any,  but  it  had  not  been  con^leted  the 
end  of  the  year*

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Caravans  and  Camping  (Contd-,) 


By  painstaking  work  of  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
the  co-operation  of  some  of  the  site  owners,  improvements  in  the 
amenities  provided  on  some  sites  and  in  the  management  of  them  have 
been  achieved. 

Many  of  the  larger  sites  have  already  provided  waterborne 
sanitation  and  others  are  in  the  process  of  doing  so.  In  one  case, 
where  a licence  for  200  caravans  has  been  granted,  separate 
conveniences  and  drainage  for  each  caravan  will  be  provided,  A 
public  sewer  is  not  available,  but  a small  sewage  disposal  works  is 
to  be  constructed. 

This  site  will  be  an  example  to  other  owners,  some  of  whom  are 
satisfied  to  provide  only  the  minimum  sanitary  requirements. 

Contraventions. 

Twenty-eight  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Seven  justifiable  conplaints  relating  to  camping  sites  were 
also  received  during  the  year  and  resulted  in  the  service  of 
informal  notices. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Other  Verminous  Conditions, 

Two  con^laints  of  bug  infestation  at  private  dwellings  were 
received,  and  arrangements  made  for  disinfestations  to  be  carried 
out. 

Verminous  conditions  due  to  various  causes  were  also  dealt 
with  at  16  other  premises  during  the  year.  Disinfestations  were 
either  carried  out  by  the  Department  with  the  use  of  smoke 
generators  and  spraying  with  insecticide,  or  suitable  advice  given. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 » 

The  rat  destruction  service  which  was  established  in  1944 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  This  service  gives 
free  advice  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  premises, 
but  a charge  is  made  for  operations  at  commercial  buildings  or  on 
farm  land. 

The  staff  enployed  on  this  work  consists  of  one  Rodent 
Officer  and  two  Rodent  Operators,  One  Operator  was  absent  from 
duty  because  of  sickness  from  the  23rd  July,  1953,  to  the  20th 
May,  1954. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  con^)laints  received 
during  the  year  (from  430  in  1952  to  222),  The  reason  for  the 
reduction  may  be  the  greater  efficiency  in  use  of  "Warfarin" 
both  in  the  Council's  service  and  by  householders  and  farmers. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Aet«  1949  (Contd^) 


Farm  surveys  were  commenced  and  376  farms  were  surveyed. 
F5irmers  are  now  notified  in  writing  whether  an  infestation  is 
found  or  not. 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  destruction  of  rats  on  farms 
on  a contract  basis  - it  is  the  duty  of  the  occupier  to  take  the 
necessary  action  on  being  informed  of  the  result  of  the  survey. 

It  has  been  necessary  on  several  occasions  to  consult  the  servicing 
oompanies  in  regard  to  the  execution  of  their  contracts.

HOUSING. 


At  the  close  of  1953,  the  Council's  list  of  housing  applicants 
showed  a total  of  867  outstanding  cases.  This  figure  includes  38 
families  in  requisitioned  properties  and  74  in  converted  hutments. 

In  October,  1952,  the  corre^onding  total  was  976,  Thus,  although 
201  new  Council  houses  were  conpleted,  and  176  were  built  privately, 
the  outstanding  housing  debt  was  reduced  by  109.  Whether  the 
threefold  increase  in  private  building  (176  in  1953  and  53  in  1952) 
will,  in  the  course  of  years,  have  a significant  effect  on  the 
number  of  housing  applications  outstanding  remains  to  be  seen. 

The  policy  of  taking  action  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  is  justified  by  the  results  - 16  houses  went  ten^jorarily 
out  of  use  in  consequence  of  undertakings  under  Section  11,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  19  formerly  unfit  houses  were  satisfactorily 
converted  into  15  fit  houses.  In  addition  to  the  results  of 
formal  action,  74  houses  have  been  rendered  fit  after  informal 
action,  and  by  conversion  of  buildings  not  previously  used  as 
houses  and  other  adaptations,  13  further  dwellings  were  provided 
by  private  owners.

In  cases  where  milk  samples  have  been  found  to  contain 
brucella  abortus,  action  is  taken,  firstly,  to  prevent  the  sale 
of  the  infected  milk  to  the  public  unless  it  has  been  pasteurised, 
and  secondly,  to  investigate  the  herd  and  identify  the  particular 
animals  concerned.  As  the  identification  of  infected  milk  can 
only  conclusively  be  made  after  guinea  pig  inoculation,  the 
result  of  the  test  only  becomes  known  six  weeks  after  sampling. 
During  this  six  weeks  any  unpasteurised  milk  originating  from 
that  herd  continues  to  be  consioned  and  movements  into  and  out 
of  the  herd  may  take  place  in  the  normal  way.  Although  at  the 
end  of  this  time  identification  of  one  or  more  animals  may  be 
successful,  there  is  clearly  a need  for  a method  of  identifying 
this  organism  in  milk  without  the  long  time  interval. 

The  Brucella  Ring  Test  gives  an  immediate  indication,  but 
is  net  conclusive,  and  there  is  some  doubt  whether  the  evidence 
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obtained  from  it  justifies  action  on  the  presunqDtion  that  sanples 
positive  to  this  test  arog  in  fact,  infected  with  brucella. 

There  is  usually  little  difficulty  in  arranging  for  either 
pasteurisation  of  the  suspected  milk  before  distribution,  or  for 
its  substitution  by  a pasteurised  supply. 

These  steps  are  taken  in  co-operation  with  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  and  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer. 

Two  cases  where  brucella  abortus  was  identified  in  milk 
samples  illustrate  some  of  the  difficulties  of  these 
investigations.  In  the  first  case,  a sao^le  was  taken  in  a 
County  Borough  outside  the  district,  and  as  a result  of  this 
examination,  a notice  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  was  issued  in  respect  of  the  farm  bottled  'T.T, * 
milk  which  was  produced  in  the  Rural  District.  This  notice 
was  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  the  milk  in  the  to^m  where  the  san^le 
was  taken.  Individual  san?)les  were  taken  from  the  fifty  cows 
at  the  farm  and  examined  by  the  Brucella  Ring  Test.  This 
caused  suspicion  to  fall  t^on  four  cows  in  the  herd  and  quarter 
samples  from  these  animals  were  thereupon  examined.  Brucella 
organisms  were  not,  however,  isolated  from  these  'follow-i^* 
sao^les,  and  as  a result  of  this  inconclusive  investigation 
and  an  official  report  on  the  herd  from  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer,  the  notice  was  withdrawn. 

In  the  second  case,  investigations  were  commenced  after  a 
case  of  Brucellosis  had  been  diagnosed  in  a woman  resident  of 
the  district,  and  milk  supplies  which  might  have  caused  this 
infection  were  examined.  Brucella  abortus  was  identified  in 
the  milk  from  one  farm,  and  the  result  of  this  examination 
having  been  received  six  weeks  later,  further  investigations 
were  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  identify  the  particular 
animals.  This  work  was  partially  successful  in  that  three 
individual  cows  were  found  to  be  excreting  brucella  in  their 
milk  and  were  removed  from  the  herd  - two  were  in  fact 
slaughtered. 

While  this  was  to  some  extent  a satisfactory  conclusion 
to  the  investigation,  the  fact  should  be  remembered  that  these 
infected  cattle  could  have  been  sold  into  some  other  herd  and 
cause  further  trouble  elsewhere. 

Reports  received  on  137  saE^jles  of  milk  collected  by 
neighbouring  authorities  from  milk  producers  in  the  Rural 
District  and  submitted  for  biological  examination  showed  that 
brucella  abortus  was  isolated  in  13  samples  and  tubercle 
bacilli  in  3.  The  latter  three  results  concerned  individual 
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herds  and  following  the  usual  investigations  by  the  Veterinary 
Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  all  were 
eventually  certified  as  non- tuber culous, . 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  as  Brucellosis  and 
Tuberculosis  are  fairly  common  in  dairy  herds,  the  only  real 
satisfactory  way  of  preventing  the  spread  of  these  diseases  to 
human  beings  is  by  universal  pasteurisation  of  the  milk  supplies. 

The  district  is  included  in  a "Specified  Area"  as  from  the 
1st  April,  1954*  The  effect  of  the  Order  defining  this 
"Specified  Area"  is  to  prevent  the  sale  in  the  area  of  any  milk 
which  is  not  designated,  i,e.,  Sterilised;  Pasteurised;  Tuberculin 
Tested;  or  Accredited.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES. 

Details  of  the  incidence  of  different  diseases  are  given 
separately  below«  The  measles  outbreak  which  had  started  in 
December,  1952,  reached  its  peak  in  February  and  March,  and 
smaller  numbers  of  cases  continued  to  appear  until  the  end  of 
August«  By  then  the  outbreak  was  conpletOo 

The  winter  increase  in  Polion^^elitis  which  was  noted  in 
last  year’s  report  continued  with  four  cases  in  January  and 
February,  but  no  further  cases  occurred  until  July, 

In  194^  there  were  934  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  England 
and  Wales,  in  1948  there  were  156  deaths,  and  in  1953  there 
were  24  deaths.  Over  the  same  period  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  has  fallen  from  over  23,000  in  1944  to  24O 
in  1953, 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district 
for  seven  years,  but  this  happy  result  of  imnunisation  cannot 
bo  regarded  as  a permanent  victory  over  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  infection  is  still  present  in  the  country  and  less 
than  a third  of  the  babies  born  are  protected  before  their 
first  birthdays.  There  is  thus  a growing  population  of 
children  who  have  never  been  infected  because  they  have  not 
been  exposed  to  infection^.  Their  parents  can  thank  the  parents 
of  inoculated  children  for  this  escape,  but  imless  the  proportion 
of  inoculated  babies  increases,  the  balance  will  eventually  be 
upset  and  epidemics  of  Diphtheria  will  once  again  become  a feature 
of  public  health  e^erienee.  Every  parent  of  young  children 
should  realise  the  contribution  they  can  make  to  the  general  good 
by  having  their  children  inoculated  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

Overseas  Travel  ~ Inoculations, 

As  an  increasing  number  of  people  are  going  abroad  it  is 
important  that  the  international  regulations  governing  protective 
inoculations  in  different  countries,  particularly  those  in  the 
tropics,  should  be  understood. 

Different  countries  have  different  requirements  about 
protection  against  such  diseases  as  Smallpox,  Cholera  and  Yellow 
Fever,  but  in  a ’Notice  to  Travellers*  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
^Health,  the  following  paragraph  appears 

"Apart  from  any  requirement  by  a particular  country, 
all  persons  going  abroad  are  advised  to  be  effectively 
vaccinated  against  enteric  (typhoid)  fever  and 
paratyphoid  fever  and,  if  they  are  going  to  those  parts 
of  the  Far  East  where  cholera  is  endemic,  to  be 
vaccinated  against  that  disease  also". 
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Prevalence  and  Control  of  Diseases. 

Overseas  Travel  - Inoculations  (Contdo) 

International  certificates  of  vaccination  are  required  in 
certain  countries  as  evidence  of  successful  protection  against 
Smallpox,  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fevero  Certificates  for  Smallpox 
and  Cholera  inoculations  have  to  be  countersigned  and  bear  an 
official  stanp  of  the  District  Council  after  the  certificate  has 
been  signed  by  the  doctor  carrying  out  the  vaccinatioUe

The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  2,08  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  home  population,  coitqjared  with  a rate  of  1,94  for  the 
previous  year.  Corresponding  rates  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  2,48,  2,81  and  2,15 
respectively.

This  disease  is  not  notifiable , consequently  eases  become 
kno^m  to  the  Department  only  when  absences  from  school  result. 
Ten  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  recorded  in  this  way  in  1953  (3 
being  admitted  to  Isolation  Ho^ital)  oompared  with  42  cases 
during  the  previous  year. 


Diphtheria. 

(a)  Notifications,  No  eases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
1953,  nor  were  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause.  No 
confirmed  eases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  district  since 
1946, 

(b)  Supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin,  Anti-toxin  is  obtainable 
by  medical  practitioners  for  the  treatment  of  suspected  cases 

and  contacts  from  The  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  and  St,  Richard’s 
Hospital 8 Chichester,  and  from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Worthing, 

(c)  Immunisation,  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  carried  out 
either  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  or  by  the 
General  Practitioners, 

During  1953,  61  children  of  school  age  and  348  children 
under  five  years  of  age  completed  a full  course  of  primary 
immunisation,  and  337  children  of  school  age  received  "follow 
up"  injections. 

There  are  over  600  births  in  the  district  each  year,  and 
therefore  over  600  children  reach  the  age  of  one  each  year. 

Clearly  then,  as  only  348  children  under  five  years  of  age 
conpleted  their  inoculations  in  1953,  a large  proportion  of 
babies  bom  are  passing  their  first  birthday  unprotected. 

Erysipelas, 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  (1  in  1952), 

Food  Poisoning. 

Six  cases  were  notified.  One  case,  in  July,  was  a visitor 
from  Sweden  at  the  time  when  there  was  a fairly  large  outbreak 
in  that  country,  Pronpt  diagnosis  by  the  i^dical  practitioner 
ensured  early  isolation  in  ho^ital,  and  no  further  cases 
resulted  on  that  occasion. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  association  with  each  other  in  May 
and  June,  They  probably  were  caused  by  infected  foodstuff, 
but  by  the  time  the  notifications  had  set  enquiries  in  train, 
no  residue  of  the  suspected  meals  were  available  for  analysis. 

No  secondary  cases  resulted.

Food  Poisoning  (Contd«) 


The  remaining  cases  were  isolated  ones  and  consequently  the 
cause  could  not  be  identified. 

Food  poisoning  is*  and  always  has  been,  a single  problem  in 
principle.  Human  sources  heavily  outweigh  all  other  sources  of 
infection  in  inportance,  and  the  cycle  of  infection  would  never 
proceed  to  epidemic  proportions  if  everyone,  and  particularly 
everyone  handling  food,  were  to  observe  the  maxim  "Always  wash 
your  hands  after  using  the  lavatory". 

Measles, 

One  thousand  and  fourteen  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
(104  cases  in  1952),  This  experience  continues  the  bi-annual 
pattern  shown  by  measles  incidence  over  the  last  thirteen  years. 
More  than  half  (767)  of  the  cases  had  occurred  by  the  end  of 
March,  and  a total  of  906  cases  by  the  end  of  June, 

Different  centres  of  population  contributed  their  own 
particular  features  to  the  general  picture,  Bosham  (47  cases). 
Middle ton-on-Sea  (41  cases),  Selsey  (165  cases),  Westboume  (201 
cases),  and  West  Thomey  (40  cases),  were  the  main  centres  of 
infection  during  the  first  quarter.  These  and  other  parishes 
continued  to  contribute  cases  during  April  (85  cases  from  these 
and  other  Parishes  during  the  month),  but  in  May,  the  district 
was  almost  free  of  the  disease,  except  in  North  Bersted  (25  cases 
in  May), 

In  June,  7 further  cases  coispleted  the  North  Bersted 
outbreak,  and  6 cases  occurred  in  Aldingbouxne,  but  in  July  and 
Augnst,  26  cases  in  Aldingbourne  and  44  in  Walberton  contributed 
to  the  total  of  104  cases  in  the  third  quarter.  Only  4 cases 
were  notified  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Perusal  of  the  table  showing  the  age  incidence  of  measles 
in  different  Parishes,  reveals  some  interesting  features. 

Overall,  582  cases  fall  in  the  ages  0-5  years,  554  in  ages  5-10 
years,  and  65  in  ages  10-15  yearns.  In  Westboume,  107  cases 
occurred  before  the  age  of  5 years,  and  101  from  5 to  10  years, 
in  Selsey,  56  cases  from  1-5  years,  and  95  from  5 to  10  years, 
and  in  Middleton,  12  cases  from  1-5  years  and  57  from  5 to  10 
years.  Records  of  future  years  will  show  whether  these 
features  of  local  outbreaks  are  maintained  or  not. 

The  distribution  of  the  1,014  cases  notified  during  1955 
was  as  follows 
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Munps, 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable^  consequently  cases  become 
known  to  the  Department  only  when  absences  from  school  result* 
Seventeen  oases  of  Mumps  were  recorded  in  this  way  in  1955  (16 
cases  in  1952)* 


Pneumonia. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  (5  cases  in 
1952)* 

Deaths  registered  during  1955  as  due  to  all  forms  of 
Pneumonia  totalled  22*  a decrease  of  6 when  compared  with  the 
figure  for  1952^ 

These  figures  - 25  notifications  and  22  deaths  - might  at 
first  sight  give  a coE^letely  wrong  in^jression  of  the  mortality 
rate  in  this  group*  In  fact*  however,  none  of  the  25  cases 
notified  had  a fatal  issue*  and  none  of  the  22  cases  in  which 
death  was  certified  as  due  to  Pneumonia  had  been  notified  before 
death* 

The  usefulness  of  notifications  as  at  present  carried  out 
is  therefore  questionable* 

Polionryelitis. 

Eighteen  eases  were  notified  (7  in  1952)*  They  occurred 
in  two  groiqjs,  4 cases  in  Januai'y  and  February  continuing  the 
series  of  6 cases  which  had  occurred  in  Novendber  and  December 
of  1952;  the  remaining  14  cases  occurred  in  July,  August  and 
September*  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table

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Poliomyelitis  (Centdo) 


One  ease  - a child  aged  If  years  - was  fatal,  but  the  death 
does  not  appear  in  the  records  for  this  district  as  the  child  was 
a visitor. 

As  the  table  shows,  the  eases  were  dispersed  throughout  the 
district.  The  three  cases  in  Tortington  lived  on  the  housing 
estate  which  belongs  to  Arundel  Borough  and  were  part  of  a 
localised  outbreak  in  that  town. 

It  seems  that  in  the  rurjil  population,  by  the  time  the  first 
case  is  diagnosed,  the  infection  is  already  widespread  and  so  far 
in  this  district  no  definable  ” stream”  of  infection  has  been 
detected.  It  is  probable  that  many  children  and  adults  become 
infected  and  thus  acquire  an  immunity  to  the  disease,  but  only  a 
very  small  proportion  of  those  infected  become  ill  or  show 
sufficient  syiq>toiB8  for  a diagnosis  to  be  made. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1953  (1  case 
in  1952), 


Scarlet  Fever, 

Twenty-six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (22  cases  in 
1952),  Four  cases  were  admitted  to  Isolation  Hospital. 

Sonne  Ib'sentery, 

Three  cases  were  notified  (1  in  1952),  two  being  admitted  to 
Hospital, 


Spirochaetal  Jaundice, 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  (1  case  in  1952). 

Rat  destruction  work  was  carried  out  at  the  premises 
concerned  after  the  oocurrenoe. 

Tuberculosis, 

Forty-six  cases  were  added  to  the  register  (22  primary 
notifications,  19  cases  moving  into  the  district  as  transfers  from 
other  areas,  and  5 cases  previously  removed  from  the  register  but 
who  returned  to  the  district  during  1953),  Of  these,  38  were 
pulmonary  and  8 non-pulmonary.  In  1952,  58  were  pulmonary  and 
9 non-pulmonary. 

Four  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  were  recorded  (11 
in  1952),
